The 
underlying thesis this book simple and sound: 
House needs new invention, materials, techniques for its 
realization. What required deeper understanding today’s 
trends, coupled with the most creative and bold use the techniques 
already hand.” The authors—George Nelson, consultant editor, 
and Henry Wright, managing editor Architectural Forum—capa- 
bly foster such understanding. 

The highest architectural tradition has always dictated that 
architects design their buildings for their times and for the living 
habits their contemporaries. Following this practice 
torical examples outstanding architecture were modern the 
time their design and construction. For this reason the authors 
inform their readers that they favor modern houses, not because 
they are modern but because they are traditional. this viewpoint 
seems strange and unpalatable reader, then the authors warn, 
this book not for him. 

Throughout the authors are guided their announced purpose 
not dictating new gospel house planning, but merely ex- 
ploring some the myriad possibilities contemporary living 
habits and industrial techniques for making houses better and more 
attractive.

creative life Berlin 


Robert Joseph 


Berlin’s creative life—theater, music, art, radio, ballet—is under- 
going great period renascence. There hurried, frenzied 
activity this four-quartered city which suggests interesting 
comparison with the Florence Venice the Italian Renaissance, 
with squalor and creative forces side side. And all the con- 
comitant phases renascence are here; great exertions, major and 
minor accomplishments; pain and sorrow; and times brilliant 
ray hope which emerges from something German. From the 
writer’s point view much this Renaissance real; much more 
pumped in, hypodermic fashion, all the four occupying 
Allies this capital city the former Reich. Whatever one may 
say judgment this new spirit—phoney, real, overwhelming, 
encouraging—it bizarre and interesting see city revive cul- 
turally amidst terrible hunger and cold, shattered lives and shattered 
buildings. should never forgotten that here these early 
winter days 1945 with little food, glass for windows 
and heat for theaters stages, makeup and paints, build- 
ing materials, and discouraging lack men and women whom 
one can trust and work with—it should never forgotten that this 
suffering real. 


the field the theater Berliners are already encouragingly 
rejecting bad stage plays and patronizing good ones. Since thea- 
ter Berlin has any heating—and snowed yesterday—one should 
not assume that people into theaters keep warm. Subways stop 
running nine which means that performances start around 
5:30. not uncommon sight see Berliners eating their 
entr’acte dinners black bread and something smeared it, (if 
they’re lucky enough have anything edible spread their 
bread), during performances Curt Goetz’ Hocus Pocus 
Shakespeare’s Macheth. This week the first American plays are 
being shown including Anna Christie and Robert Ardrey’s 
Thunder Rock, productions which were fair 
respectively. Outstanding presentations Berlin include the per- 
formance Nathan the Wise what was the former Max Rein- 
hardt Theater and Bert Brecht and Kurt Weill’s 
both which are excellent. Two Berlin’s leading stage pro- 
ducers are Jurgen Fehling and Karl Heinz Martin, both whom 
were given the first stage producing licenses Berlin this week. 
Fehling offering adequate presentation UrFaust, the first 
version what was later become Goethe’s great masterwork. 
addition these better-than-average stage productions are the usual 
little theater performances which are springing and dying out all 
over the city halls and vestibules bombed out buildings. 


“The quality music now being played Berlin,” 
Captain Bitter, Music Officer for Berlin, and himself young con- 
ductor who sacrificing his career this time act Music 
Officer Information Services Control Section for the United 
States Sector Berlin, “is amazingly high. One must remember 
present conditions evaluate with any accuracy what going on:

Double exposures, montages, close-ups, slow motion, 
fast motion, and the moving crane are some the many devices for varying 
time-space relationships. the movie camera becomes fixed static 
the result very dull movie. Limitations time cease exist the movies. 
Past, present, future can presented simultaneously any combination. 
The entire life flower from seed withered stalk can presented 
few seconds. Conscious reality and the imaginings the subconscious mind 
can presented the same time. whole new field for exploration and 
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development for expressive purposes the abstract has been opened up. 
this art form, least, the new concept time-space and reality illus- 
trated such simple, obvious terms that accepted without question, even 
without realization the implications involved. 

every individual profoundly affected the rhythm the life around 
him and forced adjust himself it, contemporary art the artist’s 
adjustment his environment and contemporary life. Being especially 
sensitive the rhythms nature the artist often first sense the change 
rhythm life around him and first adapt himself it. the painter 
his particular problems organizing pictorial space from the 
variable point reference, every man must approach the complicated prob- 
lems contemporary life from more variable and dynamic point refer- 
ence rather than the fixed static point reference previous prejudices. 
Every change direction the human spirit opposed corresponding 
reaction against it. The resulting struggle between the fixed and the variable 
approaches reality the outstanding characteristic the present phase 
development human history, visible all fields human activity. 
Each stage development demands long period consolidation, which 
should turn lead naturally further development. Once the period 
consolidation past the danger lies repressing too long the natural growth 
the next stage. Each stage development makes certain real gains that 
are permanent value. But also overlooks many things and contains much 
material that not only temporary but also false. The confusion the 
present phase development caused the excessive amount dead mate- 
rial left over from the past which obstructs the path the future. Loss 
standards and order not occur because more inclusive order replaces 
more limited one but rather because the more limited order suppresses the 
natural development the new. 
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Where and how can begin? Children reflect our basic attitudes and 
mirror directly indirectly the disturbances human relationships con- 
ditioned our culture. adults and parents must first examine our 
own standards and values and set them straight. “One cannot live like hog 
and have the skin angel.” must build new kind experience for 
our children face the reality our day. Our children are certainly 
the midst of, the fringes conflicts where racial misunderstand- 
ings are involved. must equip them meet these experiences persons 
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who can move from group differing group with understanding and with 
dignity. fail give them these basic skills condemn them preju- 
dice, ignorance and hate. Surely not choose cripple our children 
this way? 

Return again the basic question—What can do? the child “learns 
meanings and develops understandings through concrete 
then clear that from the earliest years, school and home must give him 
wholesome experiences which bridge the gap differences between racial 
and cultural groups. The normal, everyday processes are where these experi- 
ences must begin. The nursery school child must learn take turns with his 
toys and play equipment with Judson who black, with Susan who brown, 
with Sarah who has oriental face—and take turns because they are people, 
and not because they are “different.” the nursery school child learns 
“stand for his own rights” under the balanced, loving, controlled atmosphere 
good school, wil! learn this with Judson, and with Susan, and 
with Sarah because “that what nursery school” and not because 
they are “different.” 


good nursery school program should help child his desires, “not 
hurting even when you wish hurt.” our youngster will remember this 
his play with Ramon, whose grandfather came from Mexico, and react 
because has learned how redirect his boundless energy and deep feel- 
ings, will not respond Ramon because Mexican-American, but 
because has come know him one his group. 


good nursery school helps children appreciate the talents and efforts all 
the children the group. Johnny may adept block building and Sally 
painting, but each has his place, each belongs, and each one knows 
wanted and needed. children differing racial and cultural backgrounds 


have these experiences together their ordinary school day, they will 
building attitudes that will help them understand later years that they 


can live together harmoniously even Johnny’s family goes the synagogue, 
and Sally’s the cathedral. 


our school life and experience for all our children each age level would 
carry this pattern forward, would find our graduate seminars race 
changing character and tone—perhaps becoming unnecessary—perhaps freeing 
our scholars move new and fresh directions, that might truly say
